to understand what it really means to be without'tight. 
Blindness levels rich and poor. There is no private 
institution in which the sightless may be trained to 
be lew dependent upon others.

This it the reason 
why the British Columbia branch of the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind has launched a cam¬ 
paign to collect $150,000 for the expansion of the 
wwk already being carried on in this province. The 
amount Victoria is expected to raise it $50,000— 
and wa have no doubt this sum will be willingly con¬ 
tributed. It it a worthy cause. 

SECOND TO WHEAT 

O NLY IN RECENT YEARS HAS THE 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics taken official 
interest in Canada’s tourist trade as a factor in the 
economic life of the country. There is nothing sur¬ 
prising about this. It is only since the war that really 
organized efforts have been made to capitalize the 
Dominion’s manifold holiday attractions. How they 
have paid is reflected in comparative returns from 
1920 to 1928. These are as follows:

The figure for 1928 is approximate: but it is 
underestimated rather than overestimated, since vari¬ 
ous authorities have given the returns for last year 
as approximately $275,000,000. a figure which 
easily would Have been surpassed if it had not been 
presidential election year in the United States. Most 
of Canada's revenue from holiday travel is derived 
from vacationists from the neighboring republic. 

1 It wil} be some time before the details of the- 
tourist businew for this year's holiday season have been 
compiled by the Bureau of Statistics. It b confidently 
expected, however, that the $300,000,000 mark will 
he reached and probably passed. How the traffic has 
—increased from yaar to year- b t ha r ly sh or n in the i 
statistics we have quoted. These figures indicate ; 
how valuable an asset jo the Dominion the tourist 
trade b, since it 'constitutes an ‘‘invbible” turnover 
which b surpassed in the value of wheat alone among 
the seventy leading commodities exported from Canada 
in the fiscal year of 1927-1928. 

. The important point to bear in mind in regard 
to the country’s revenue from tourbt travel is that it. 
b earned by a comparatively modest capital expendi¬ 
ture on the part of governments. It b true more 
attention it being given to highways, the conditioning 
of, those already built, and the construction of new 
ones: but these art provbions essential to our own 
requirements. The principal provuion, on the other 
hand, b that made by transportation companies and 
hotel proprietors, while businew in general looks after 
its own interests. , 

It b worth noting, incidentally, that each year 
—Canada it vbited by more people from the Old World, 
not only those who are merely on holiday bent, but 
also those who come to study the country and its 
opportunities from a businew point of view. Thb 
increases the knowledge of Canadian conditions and 
mutt pave the way for a greater economic interest 
in the Dominion.
